Should you wish to add/retain a reference to the company’s website on your label, then please be 
aware that the website becomes labeling under the Federal Insecticide Fungicide and Rodenticide 
Act and is subject to review by the Agency. If the website is false or misleading, the product 
would be misbranded and unlawful to sell or distribute under FIFRA section 12(a)(1)(E).

CFR 156.10(a)(5) list examples of statements EPA may consider false or misleading. In addition, 
regardless of whether a website is referenced on your product’s label, claims made on the 
website may not substantially differ from those claims approved through the registration process. 
Therefore, should the Agency find or if it is brought to our attention that a website contains false 
or misleading statements or claims substantially differing from the EPA approved registration, 
the website will be referred to the EPA’s Office of Enforcement and Compliance.

Repeat this 
procedure two more times.   
Pressure rinse:  Empty the remaining contents into application equipment or a mix tank 
and continue to drain for 10 seconds after the flow begins to drip.  Hold container upside 
down over application equipment or mix tank or collect rinsate for later use or disposal.  
Insert pressure rinsing nozzle in the side of the container, and rinse at about 40 psi for at 
least 30 seconds.  Drain for 10 seconds after flow begins to drip. 
 
Then offer for recycling if available, or puncture and dispose of in a sanitary landfill, or 
by incineration, or by other procedures allowed by state and local authorities
